SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book contains text which advocates the imposition of adult sexual interpretation 
upon children and young persons. The Office sought the advice of The Translation 
Service (Department of Internal Affairs) as to the character of the publication. The 
Office endorses the view of the Translation Service that the book purports to be a 
manual for the sexual education of children, but presents children in an erotic manner. 
This is considered to tend to support the use of children and young persons for sexual 
purposes. Due to this consideration, under s3(2)(a) of the Act the publication is 
deemed to be objectionable. 
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
